CORRESPONDING NUMBER OF DITS. THAT IS A=. B=.. C=... AND SO ON. “ALTHOUGH 
POPULAR,” GRUNT SAID, “THE 26-DIT CODE WAS SOMEWHAT CUMBERSOME," GRUNT 
WENT ON TO TELL THE CLASS HOW THE 26-DIT CODE WAS REPLACED BY THE “DIT 
AND SPACE" CODE IN 1879. THIS CODE SYSTEM WAS DIFFERENT IN THAT IT REQUIRED 
A MAXIMUM OF ONLY 13 DITS TO FORM A CHARACTER, THESE DITS WERE USED IN 
COMBINATION WITH 13 SPACES WHICH WERE PERFORMED IN THE CARRIER-OFF OR 
KEY-UP MODE. FINALLY, BEFORE THE TURN OF THE CENTURY, ANOTHER CODE SYSTEM, 
THE “NO-DIT", ALL-SPACE” CODE WAS BRIEFLY TRIED. IT WAS THE SIMPLEST OF 
ALL AS IT REQUIRED NO DITS. ALL CHARACTERS WERE FORMED IN THE KEY-UP MODE. 
IN FACT, NO KEY WAS NECESSARY, UNFORTUNATELY, THIS CODE, WHILE USING 
VERY LITTLE SPECTRUM SPACE, WAS VERY DIFFICULT TO COPY AND NEVER GAINED 
ACCEPTANCE AMOUNG HAMS OF THE DAY. STILL, NOW AND THEN ON STRAIGHT KEY 
NIGHT, ONE IS LIKELY TO HEAR AN OLD TIMER LIKE ELMER GRUNT GET ON THE AIR

FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMUNICATOR MARVIN LARPSNOGG ANNOUNCED YESTER- 
DAY THAT BUDGET CUTBACKS BY WASHINGTON WILL IMPACT HAM BAND ACTIVITY. . ; 
LARPSNOGG STATED THAT THE UNANNOUNCED SHUTDOWN OF THE TEN METER BAND LAST 
TUESDAY WAS ONLY A SAMPLE OF THINGS TO COME. U.S. AMATEURS QUICKLY 
NOTED THE EVENT. COMMENTS HEARD ON FIFTEEN METERS RANGED FROM STATEMENTS 
LIKE, “TEN IS DEAD THIS MORNING!" TO "CAN'T EVEN GET ACROSS TOWN ON TEN 
TODAYt" LARPSNOGG SAID THE BAND CLOSURES WILL BE UNANNOUNCED AND MORE 
FREQUENT AND ARE RELATED ONLY TO CUTBACKS. “THERE IS ABSOLUTELY NO 
CONNECTION WITH GOVERNMENT PROGRAMS TO LIMIT FOREIGN IMPORTS, ALTHOUGH 
THE JA PREFIX WILL BE THE FIRST TO FEEL THE CUTBACKS,” HE EXPLAINED. 

THIS IS NOT THE FIRST TIME THAT AMATEURS HAVE BEEN AFFECTED BY GOVERN- 
MENT SPENDING PRIORITIES. DURING THE LATE 1960'S, MASSIVE FUNDING WAS 
DIRECTED TO THE U.S. LUNAR LANDING PROGRAM AND AWAY FROM SOLAR SUNSPOT 
SUPPORT PROJECTS. THE CONSEQUENCES WERE FELT BY AMATEURS WORLD WIDE WITH 
LOWERED SUNSPOT ACTIVITY CONTINUING FOR ALMOST FIVE YEARS. 

MR. LARPSNOGG PREDICTED THAT UNLESS FUNDING POLICIES ARE REVERSED 
WE WILL SEE FEWER AND FEWER DAYS WHEN THE HIGHER MAINTENANCE COST BANDS 
LIKE TEN AND SIX METERS WILL BE OPENED UP. IN RESPONSE TO FURTHER QUEST-
